C1 ENTLEMEN: In coming beforo you as a camlidato 
j" for tho honru of being one of your representa- 
tives in the Douse of Commons In tho next Parliament 
of Canada I desire as briefly as possible to state my 
views on the main political issues of the day.

" WHAT SHALL TEE HAR- 
VEST BE y 



'The House will meet on Monday 
next for tlio dispatch of business. It 
is scarcely necessary to say that the 
proceedings will be invested with more 
than ordinary interest, because it is be- 
lieved (with or without reason) that 
upon tho present Government and 
Houso will devolvo the task of bring- 
ing our railway differences with Canada 
to an issue that shall bo beneficial to 
the Province and satisfactory to the 
Dominion. Without possessing tho 
slightest information as to what parti- 
cular lino of policy tho Government 
will adopt — being, so to sppik, an out- 
sider, with neither backstairs influence 
nor " leaky vessels " to draw upon — 
anything that we may at present write 
with respect of tho policy of tho Local 
Government must bo taken cum grano 
satis. Absolutely, wo know nothing ; 
but wo claim to have read between tho 
lines of the addresses and speeches of 
most of tho successful candidates at 
tho recent general elections and firmly 
believe that the House will bo found a 
unit in support of the Government on 
the leading issue of the day, provided 
their policy shall prove to be both mo- 
derate and firm. We refer, of course, 
to tho railway question. We take it 
for granted that the question on which 
the two Governments are seriously r at 
variance has resolved itself into one of 
compensation. It has never been de- 
nied that the Province has under the 
terms of tho Carnarvon settlement a 
juat claim for a railway from Esqui- 
malt to Nanaimo. The Mackenzie 
Government, in making the insignifi- 
cant offor of §750,000 in lieu of that 
road, admitted that the Province had a 
valid clMm ; and Lord Carnarvon, in 
his dispatcli of December, 187G, gave 
it as his opinion that tho Provinco 
should accept the principle of 
compensation (that is, file a 
bill for damages), the sum receiv- 
ed by way of compensation to bo ex- 
pended in the construction of tho Is- 
land railway. With these two impor- 
tant points conceded — with the Cana- 
dian Government committed to the re- 
cognition of tho right of the Province 
to demand the construction of the Is- 
land railway, and with' Lord Carnar- 
von's opinion that compensation 
should be accepted and applied 
to building that road, and tho 
"single summer's delay" pleaded 
for to enable tho Dominion Govern- 
ment to select the route for the main 
lino having been granted, the Province 
ought to bo now mistress of the situa- 
tion. She may not bo able to dictate 
terms ; she may not bo able to recover 
a heavy sum for damages resulting from 
tho locking up of the tract of fertile 
land known as the railway bolt for 
several years, and the injury 'that has 
resulted to trade and manufactures 
therefrom. These are "consequential 
damages," in - compensation of which 
any sum likely to be paid would not 
adequately recoup the Province. Tho 
Geneva conference on the Alabama 
claims declined to consider the loss to 
the trade and commerce of the United 
States through the depredations of re- 
bel privateers ; hut they did consider 
actual losses and made an award in ex- 
cess thereof. 

Now, wo think tho Government 
ought to meet the House with a clear, 
statistical statement of what they be- 
lieve to bo thcloss, actual as well as 
consequential, to the Province through 
the failure of Canada to carry out her 
railway obligations. It will be their 
duty to show that the Provinco has 
sustained a serious loss, 1st. through 
the failure of the original railway 
clause of tho treaty of union ; 2nd. 
through the failure of the Carnarvon 
settlement. This would be no difficult 
matter ; and when the bill of particu- 
lars shall have been submitted to Her 
Majesty's Principal Secretary of State 
for the Colonies a scheme for arbitra- 
ting upon its merits might easily be 
arranged and the matter thus brought 
to a speedy and peaceful issue. It can- 
not be denied that the people antici- 
pate that a bountiful crop of good will 
spring from the labors of tho approach- 
ing session. The Government is strong 
beyond precedent — so strong that it can 
afford to do right without fearing the 
frowns of inexperienced, inconsiderate 
and impulsive followers. Indeed, if 
the Government's policy is moderate 
and reasonable an apology for an op- 
position will scarcely be found. It is 
for the Government to sow and the 
people to reap. The harvest will de- 
pend on the quality of tho seed. 



The mystery of what constitutes a 
good "style" in rowing has again been 
illustrated by the late regatta at Hen- 
ley. According to all tradition, to all 
preconceived notions, and to the 
opinions of tho best English judges, tho 
Showaccaemeties should not only have 
been beaten, they should have been 
wholly distanced in the race. Pulling 
a short, disjointed stroko, possessing 
actually no "form," but acting appar- 
ently every one very much according 
to his own inclination, they seemed to 
have absolutely no chance against men 
who had been taught not only to utilize 
almost every tendon and musclo of 
their body when using the oar, but 
whose action was faultless, and uni- 
formity of motion unquestioned. And 
yet the "Shows" not only easily dis- 
tanced most formidable opponents, but, 
had not the sudden illness of one of 
their crew intervened, had a reasonable 
hope of arriving at the winning buoy, 
in the final effort, quite as soon, at least, 
as the most skilled representatives of 
the London Eowing Club. It will be 
remembered that the "Paris crew," of 
St. John, showed something of tho 
same peculiarities, and won a more de- 



cided victory. In these circumstances 
the sporting world will probably find 
subjects for discussion for some time. 



J&cklcws and Parrots. 



Editor Colonist: — Away in the 
backwoods an immense flock of jack- 
daws put their heads together at a pub- 
lic meeting and resolved to have a news- 
paper. They selected a parrot to edit 
the paper. He published leading articles 
that no parrot or jackdaw could under- 
stand, and the result was_ a great com- 
motion, a now ministry and more taxa- 
tion. The jacktlaws were utterly as- 
tonished : They stared at each other for 
hours in solemn silence and then an old 
daw said, " Dat is what I call a bad 
reformation, boys — worse and worse — 
let us take a drink." From that day 
to this tho daws arc without a newspa- 
per; but the parrot is not without em- 
ployment. I have observed several 
species of the parrot tribe. Tho most 
remarkable is a pompous bird without 
feathers it wears a hat and can imag- 
ino itself as wise as Solomon. I saw 
one of these creatures in San Francisco 
employed as editor of a church paper ; 
ho did not know the Lord's prayer, but 
was a distinguished convert. Wo 
have hero in this city a newspaper 
called tho Standard, and if we accept 
tho leading articles it contains as cir- 
cumstantial evidence we can have no 
hesitation in saying the editor is a par- 
rot. Poor Poll says in a leader pub- 
lished on Monday, "Violent and abusive 
language is the usual resource of an im- 
poster when detected and exposed in his 
nefarious practices." The meaning of 
that sentence is — don't suspect poor 
Poll ! Put what is the meaning of this: 
"There are tivo ways of dealing with the 
railway question. The one is to regard 
the undertaking as a great national work, 
and as such that it should be built in such 
a manner as to produce the greatest possi- 
ble amount of good to the whole Domin- 
ion. This is the Provincial view of the 
subject and the one we have always advo- 
cated. Tlte othtr is to regard the under- 
taking from a party view." What is the 
meaning of all this rigmarole? I sup- 
pose ho means to say tho road must bo 
a solid, substantial work. Put how is 
it to be regarded from a party view 1 
Again Poll says: " We are accused of 
having in 1873-74 supported Mr. Mac- 
kenzie in his railway policy and opposed 
Sir John. Now the reason of our hav- 
ing taken such a course is sufficiently well 
known." That is a plea of guilty; but 
it is only Poll's preface to the plea of 
not guilty which is introduced in the 
noxt lino and followed by a puff— mere 
rubbish. If Poll continues to write 
leading articles for tho people they may 
live to be astonished like tho jackdaws 
and to hear some jolly old fellow say, 
"Worse and worse boys— let us take a 
drink." I am not one of the thirty 
learned men who signed that illustrious 
address to tho Superintendent of Edu- 
cation. It appeared in yesterday morn- 
ing's Colonist and may be described 
as a great literary curiosity. Have the 
goodness to introduco mo to your read- 
ers as TlIE BOGTROTTER.

Tasmania, says the London Globe, is 
rapidly becoming a second Cornwall in 
the quality and extent of its tin sup- 
plies. Four years ago the value of the 
tin ore exported from the colony was 
barely .£7,000, while in 1877 the value 
of tho metal sent out of tho country 
was nearly .£270,000, and tho industry 
has received a fresh impetus in the 
discovery of a new lode-bearing district. 
A mountain of tin has now been dis- 
covered. 

Mr. Gladstone's admirers in one of 
tho largest dissenting places of worship 
in North London havo carried their 
sympathy with Russia to the extent of 
singing a hymn to the air of the Rus- 
sian National Anthem, a fact which in- 
duced some of tho congregation to loave 
the church in indignation. It is owing

Tho Grosser Kurfurst lies in two 
halves at tho bottom of tho sea with a 
hole in her side twenty foot long. 

The Royal Society for tho prevention 
-of cruelty to animals obtained 2,72G 
convictions last year. 

A Presbyterian church is to be erect- 
ed on the Thames ombaiikment in Lon- 
don, to bo called tho John Knox 
Memorial Church and Institution. 

Mrs. Bagot, of the famous wjll case, 
has secured the appointment of an ad- 
ministrator for her estate. The rents 
amount to $6,200 per year. 

The Dundee Advertiser learnB that 
nearly a million of capital has already 
been subscribed for tho construction of 
the proposed railway bridge across tho 
Forth. 

At tho Primitive Methodist Confer- 
ence recently held in Manchester a 
resolution was passed to petition Par- 
liament in favour of closing public- 
houses on Sundays. 

Tho Queen of England lias returned, 
because of tho inaccuracy of its address, 
a petition forwarded to her by some 
Edinburgh ladies who styled her "Em- 
press of India." 

The British Government has reward- 
ed the Maharajah of Gohore with 
several honours during his brief visit to 
England. These aro conferred for dis- 
tinguished services in the East. 

"There are people who live behind 
tho hill," is an old German proverb, 
which means there aro other persons in 
the world besides yourself, although you 
do not seo them. 

A shocking story of the recent In- 
dian famine is reported from Bellasy. 
A child aged seven years was convicted 
of murder. Tho judge stated that tho 
tale was a sad one of want and misery 
in the house. Tho child's little sister, 
the deceased, was at the point of deatli 
from lack of nourishment and the mo- 
ther was prostrated by fever and un- 
able to feed it. At last, distracted by 
its crying, the unfortunate woman sud- 
denly put the child into tho arms of 
the accused, who, by the mother's di- 
rection, took it out and threw it into a 
well. The judge recommended a free 
pardon. 

The bodies of Mr. E. Spender's two 
sons havo been found floating in tho 
sea about a mile from tho place where 
tho fatal accident occurred. Mr. Spen- 
der's body has not been recovered. 

Mrs. Besant has obtained from' the 
Court of Appeal leave to appeal against 
tho decision of the Master of tho Rolls 
as to tho custody of her child. 

It is behoved at Portsmouth that a 
detachment of tho Indian troops now 
at Malta will be landed in England 
within a comparatively short period, 
and the preparations boing mado con- 
firm the belief. 

The Bristol Mercury says that so un- 
fortunate a season for salmon was nover 
before remembered in the Severn, many 
of the licensed fishermen not having 
caught a single fish. 

The Irish Registrar-General's return 
for twelve months shows a slight in- 
crease of population, which now stands 
at 5,3-10,000. There is a slight but 
steady immigration, which is accom- 
panied by a declining emigration. 

According to a trade paper, 117,000,- 
000 bottles of Champagno were export- 
ed from France during the ten years 
between 1SG7 and 1877. The cultiva- 
tion of the vine in Franco extends over 
2,000,000 hectares (or more than i,800,- 
000 acres), the mean annual production 
of wine being 1 1 quarts per hectare. 

Lord Charles Beresford,M. P., brother 
of the Marquis of Waterford, was lately 
married to Miss Mina Gardner. The 
Prince of Wales and many other dis- 
tinguished people graced tho occasion. 

The death of Admiral Sir John Back, 
in his Slnd year, is announced. Ho 
accompanied Sir John Franklin on two 
different Artie voyages, in 1818 and 
1827, and in 1833 was appointed to 
conduct an expedition fitted out for tho 
purpose of instituting a search for Sir 
John Ross, who had left England in 
1829 on a voyage to the Polar Seas. 
In the course of this expedition he dis- 
covered the Great Fish or Back River. 

Tho London correspondent of the 
Manchester Guardian writes that so 
soon as the shipment of torpedo stores 
for tho Mauritius in her Majesty's ship 
Tyro has been accomplished, nearly the 
whole of the colonies will be completely 
defended by a net work of those valu- 
able aids to modern warfare. These, 
witli the armaments which havo been 
and are being sent out, will produce a 
feeling respecting their security that has 
not prevailed for some time.

THE PAN-ANGLICAN SYNOD 



Oponinff at Lamboth Palaco, London. 

Tho Synod of Bishops, in which it is 
expected that the various brandies of 
the Anglican Communion will bo repre- 
sented, opened at Lambeth Palace, Lon- 
don, on July 2nd. There aro now in 
England two archbishops and twenty- 
eight bishops, in charge of as many sees; 
in the Church of Ireland, two archbishops 
and ten bishops; in Scotland, four 
bishops only. Besides thero are the 
Colonial and Missionary bishops to the 
number of sixty -seven, and tho forty- 
eight bishops of tho Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States. The 
Anglican population of the world is 
estimated at 17,000,000. The aim of 
tho first Synod, hold in 1S67, was to 
give a more distinctly (ecuineniela char- 
acter to the Anglican body. With a 
view to this a resolution was adopted 
declaring that unity of faith and dis- 
cipline will be best maintained among 
tho several branches of the Anglican 
communion by duo and canonical sub- 
ordination of the synods of tho several 
branches to the highest authority of a 
synod or synods above them. A com- 
mittee was appointed to enquiro into 
and roport upon tho relations and func- 
tions of such synods. Tho difficulties 
in the way of such a subordination of 
the churches to a governing synod aro 
formidable, and it may bo doubted if 
they can, by any plan, bo overcome in 
tho proposed programme of the pro- 
ceedings of tho present Synod. The 
question of the union of all tho Anglican 
Churches has, however, been placed in 
front, and will doubtless receive full 
discussion. It has been proposed by 
somo that the Archbishop of Canterbury 
shall be declared head of the entire 
Anglican body, with the title of Patri- 
arch. If wo may judge, however, from 
the proceedings of tho Synod held in 
18G7, no very radical changes arc likely 
to be recommended. Other topics to 
be brought forward arc: — "Voluntary 
boards of arbitration for churches to 
which such an arrangement is applic- 
able"; "The relations to each other of 
missionary bishops and missionaries, in 
various brandies of tho Anglican Com- 
munion, acting in the same country"; 
"The position of Anglican chaplains and 
chaplaincies on tho continent of Europo 
and elsewhere"; "Modern forms of infidel- 
ity and the best meanH of dealing with 
them"; "Tho condition, progress, and 
creeds of the various Churches of the 
Anglican Communion," The session is 
expected to continue four wcoks. The 
first will be spent in tho discussion of 
the topics named; they will then be re- 
ferred to the committees to be reported 
upon during the succeeding weeks of 
the session. 

A full attendance of the bishops of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States has been desired by the 
English prelates, and a goodly number 
of them will lie present, Tho bishops 
from beyond Groat Britain aro greatly 
in the majority, and may form a majority 
of tho Svnod.

BRITISH COMMERCIAL AFFAIRS IMPROV- 
ING. 



Rome, July 22. — A meeting in favor 
of the annexation of South Tyrol to 
Italy was held to-day, 2,500 persons be- 
ing present. Mennotti Garibaldi, son 
of the general, presided. Letters and 
telegrams expressing sympathy with 
the movement from Gen. Garibaldi 
and others were read. A reso- 
lution was adopted condemning tho 
violation by the Congress of Berlin of 
tho principlo of nationalities and popu- 
lar sovereignty. The meeting was or- 
derly ; but a somewhat noisy demon- 
stration was' made in the evening with 
shouts of "Long livo Trieste" Tho 
authorities posted troops around the 
Corso and issued summonses against 
the demonstrators. 

London, July 22. — Tho militia re- 
serve will be disbanded after tho 31st 
of July. 

July the 28th has been fixed as the 
date for the entrance of tho Austrian 
forces into Bosnia, whether the Turks 
object or not. A reliable report from 
Vienna declares that Austria has re- 
solved to take timely precaution against 
any Italian aggression. 

The latest news from Bosnia is un- 
satisfactory. It is feared the orthodox 
Slavs and Mussulmans will forcibly re- 
sist tho Austrians, The Turkish au- 
thorities encourage demonstrations 
against the occupation. Negotiations 
at Vienna do not progress. In any 
case it is thought that bands of semi- 
brigands in tho Bosnian hills will har- 
ass the Austrians. 

London, July 22. — Layard, British 
Ambassador at Constantinople, has 
official information that when the Rus- 
sian Circassians fired on the English 
man-of-war boat near the Gulf of Laros 
on tho 17th inst., thero was no officer 
near them, and that the English sailors 
who had been arrested were released as 
soon as they wort; brought before an 
oflicor. 

Much dissatisfaction with Russia is 
expressed by the Servians. Thoy ac- 
cuse Russia of abandoning her allies. 

The London Times says active pre- 
parations are apparent for a favorable 
change in commercial affairs. Reports 
from various centres of the iron indus- 
try aro decidedly more encouraging. 

London, July 22. — Correspondence 
to provincial journals continue filled 
with gossip about an early dissolution 
of Parliament, to which is now added 
the rumor that Lord Beaeonsfiold in- 
tends to retire on his laurels, Lord 
Salisbury to succeed him in tho Pre- 
miership. Tho predictions of dissolu- 
tion of Parliament ami retirement of 
Lord Beaconsfield are probably equally 
without the least foundation. Glad- 
stone seoms to wish the Government to 
dissolve Parliament and thinks it their 
duty to do so. 

The That's says the shaken confidence 
of the entire nation is not to bo, restor- 
ed in an instant, nor can it bo charmed 
back by the moHt brilliant declamatory 
efforts. 

In tho House of Commons to-day 
Sir Stafford Northcote, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, named tho 29th inst. 
for the discussion of Lord Harting- 
ton'a resolution. Phuikott, conserva- 
tive, will move an amondment to tho 
resolution expressing confidence in the 
Ministers,

Glad3tono's Unpopularity. 



London, July 22. — Tho Times com- 
menting on the Marquis of Hartington's 
resolution in the House of Commons on 
Friday last says the liberals cannot be 
blind to the fact that with tho exception 
of a small, but very noisy faction which 
claino.rod for peace and brought Turkey 
to the brink of ruin by the folly of its 
counsels, tho great mass of the people 
are prepared to give sufficient, if not 
enthusiastic assent to tho decisionof the 
Berlin congress. If rashly encountered 
tho government might bo tempted to 
take advantage of that popular favor 
and by dissolution of parliament in- 
crease the strength of the majority. 
Tho 'Times also sharply criticises Glad- 
stone for assuming tho right to ar- 
range the liberal campaign which is tho 
business of tho party leaders and Glad- 
stone says ho is not one of them. If, 
says the Times, he were bent on com- 
pleting tho ruin of his party ho could 
scarcely attain that purpose better than 
by driving them into a contest for 
which they arc at present unprepared. 

Berlin, July 22. — Emperor Wil- 
helm, the Empress Augusta and tho 
Duchess of Baden went to Babelsburg 
to day. 

Berlin, July 22. — The national lib- 
erals admit that they expect to suffer 
somewhat from losses in tho approach- 
ing election for members of tho reich- 
stag, but think thoy will retain a ma- 
jority in that body. It is stated that 
Count Hatzfioldt is to succeed prince 
Henry VIE of Buss as German ambas- 
sador at Constantinople.

San Francisco, July 22. — -The Bark 
Enoch Talbot which arrived to-day 
from Seattle, "W. T., reports that on the 
ISth inst. at 8.15 p.m. when about 30 
miles northwest of Capo Mendocino, a 
heavy earthquake was experienced. 
Tho shock is reported to have lasted 
about ten seconds, causing the vessel to 
tremble violently.

— A final 
deposit of live hundred dollars asido in 
tho IEanlon-Ross boat race has been 
made with Mayor Earlo, who is tho 
final stakeholder. 



Tho Russians in 1771. 

In 1771 the Russians seemed to be 
masters of Turkey as completely as 
thoy supposed themselves to be after 
the fall of Plevna. Their terms of 
peace were so unreasonable that the 
Austrian Government sent Baron van 
Swieten to Berlin to consult with Fred- 
crick tho Great, the close ally of Rus- 
sia, as to the steps which ought to be 
taken. Tho Baron's reports of his con- 
versations with Frederick, which were 
printed threo or four years ago, showed 
that the Prussian King thoroughly un- 
derstood his Russian friends. On Jan- 
uary 4th, 1771, he said to the Austrian 
ambassador: "The Russians havo com- 
municated to me their terms of peace. 
They aro altogether extravagant and 
unacceptable ; yet the Russians wish 
these vory terms to bo considered proof 
of their unselfishness and moderation. 
I shall speak to them in a different 
tono, and if they insist on their plan I 
shall declare to them that I must with- 
draw from the part of mediator and 
have nothing whatever to do with the 
matter. I shall not communicate the 
terms to your Court, bocauso tho an- 
swer to them could only be a declara- 
tion of war; and what I chiefly wish is 
an enduring peace. I should have ex- 
pected more reason from the Russian 
Court. These people are intoxicated 
by success Some advantages must be 
conceded to them, but peace can bo se- 
cured only on the basis of moderate de- 
mands. I hold fast by a treaty of al- 
liance, but if they maintain their un- 
heard of terms I shall point out to them 
that they may bring down upon them- 
selves enemies of whom they have not 
hitherto thought. But you will see they 
will modcrato their demands. They are 
now oxcocdingly intoxicated, and imagine 
that all tho world must submit to them. 
Vain glory has made thorn proposo these 
severe terms, and by-and-by, when they 
havo lowered their tono, vainglory will 
mako them try to convince the world that 
thoy have given way because they wish to 
act in a spirit of fairness and moderation." 
About a fortnight afterwards Princo Ilon- 
ry, who had been at St. Petersburg, re- 
turned to Berlin; and Fredorick at once 
announcod to tho Baron that pcaco was 
certain. " You must, however," he said, 
"givo tho Russians time, for in such mat- 
ters thoy liko to proceed slowly." — Pall 
Mall Gazette. 



How America Crowds England. — ■ 
In giving his impressions of America in 
a leading English periodical, a recent 
visitor remarks that the Russo-Turkish 
war ought to havo shown the American 
manufacturers that they have little rea- 
son to fear the English. So far as he had 
been able to learn not s single cartridge 
had been made in Birmingham for 
either Russia or Turkey; but when ho 
was in Bridgeport, the cartridge fact- 
ories had boon running clay and night 
for months, and ho saw a Russian and 
and Turkish Commissioner in the same 
works. The fact was tho American 
had made tho rifles as well as the cart- 
ridges for both combatants. As further 
evidence of tho threatened supremacy 
of American manufactures ho noted 
that Lowell was sending goods to Man- 
chester, ami that in our retail stores 
cotton goods wero marked at a lower 
price than at which goods of the samo 
quality could be sold at Liverpool or 
London. "It is the samo," ho said, 
"with the other manufacturing indus- 
tries of America. The manufacturers 
of hardware arc beating us in market 
after market from Hamburg to Mel- 
bourne. In Birmingham itself tho mer- 
chants aro importing from tho United 
States such articles' as axes, hay forks, 
and agricultural implements of nearly 
every description, sash pulleys, and 
small castings of very many kinds, al- 
though it is estimated that freight and 
other exponscs add 17 or 18 per cent, 
to the cost of tho goods."

New Flying Machines. — The Hart- 
ford (Conn.) papers give long accounts 
of the trial trips there of tho Richtel 
flying machine. The apparatus consists 
of a horizontal cylinder twenty-five feet 
long and thirteen feet in diameter, fill- 
ed with hydrogen gas. Under tho 
bottom of the cylinder runs a hollow 
brass rod, to which tho car is attached. 
A horizontal fan is used to lower or 
raiso tho machine, and a vortical ono to 
propel it. Both of thoso aro worked by 
•tho operator. In ono of their experi- 
ments, the machine not only rose in the 
air, but moved backward and forward, 
up and down, at the option of tho ruron- 
aut, and tho evolutions wero accomplished 
without wasts of gas in descending, or 
any uso of ballast whatever. The 
icronaut worked the central propeller 
of the machino and roso ovor every ob- 
stacle to tho height of 100 feet. The 
breezo was blowing to the eastward, 
and the exhibitor allowed his machino 
to be carried with it for an eighth of a 
mile, and amused himself by showing 
his ability to ascend or descend at will. 
Then tho propeller was sot in motion 
and tho machine shifted its course, 
twisting and turning in small circles. 
Still its generated drift was to tho east- 
ward with tho wind, but at a given sig- 
nal tho propelling wheel was started at 
full speed, and with accelerated rapidity 
the air-ship sailed along back, at an 
altitude of 100 feet, until it hovered 
over tho exhibition grounds, whence it 
started; then the central propeller was 
set in motion, and under its influenco 
tho machine was sank slowly and easily 
to the earth. Another invention, which 
is occupying the scientific world of Paris, 
is the Guglielmini Steam Balloon. If 
the experiments answer the inventor's 
hopes this balloon will bo one of the 
wonders of this age of wonders. The 
invention is based on eight points: 1. 
Ascension power. 2. Translative horizon- 
tal and diagonal power, 3. Safety 
against accidents. 1. Direction from 
ono point to another givon point, 5, 
Tho material employed in the construc- 
tion of au-ial steamboats. G. Perfectly 
lurinl architecture. 7. The disposition 
of tho ascensive power. 8. The man- 
oeuvres on board, and tho dogroo of 
temperature of tho aerostat. The gas 
employed is hydrogen, disposed in twelve 
globes instead of one. Once in the air, 
the boat, which is oblong like a ship, is 
moved on by two steam engines placed 
underneath the keel. Thus it cuts the 
air like other boats cut the sea. With 
an engine of fifteen horse power thirty 
metres aro obtained in a second. The 
acting manoeuvres consist in passing the 
excess of hydrogen in tho globes into 
others reserved expressly for the guid- 
ance of tho boat, and then repassing 
them into their first globes, according 
to tho descent or ascent which may bo 
required. No trial trip of the new in- 
vention has yet been made.

The main accusation agains% Eng- 
land may be summed up in a sentence. 
During all her negotiations with Rus- 
sia sho has taken her stand on what 
she called the treaty law of Europo; 
she maintained that the treaty of Paris 
could not bo essentially modified with- 
out the formal assents of the signatory 
powers; sho insisted that the now 
treaty of San Stefano, to which only 
Russia and Turkey wero parties, had 
and could have no binding force until, 
whether by a congress or by negotia- 
tions between the cabinets of Europe 
discussing the treaty in common, a 
European treaty hail been arrived at. 
That attitude it was which earned her 
so much of tho applause of Europe as 
was not the applause of a Turcophilo 
clique. But while still maintaining it 
to all appearance, she secretly and sud- 
denly abandoned it, and entered into 
a private arrangement with Russia, of 
a nature to protect British susceptibili- 
ties. Having secured those, she calm- 
ly throws ovor tho rest, and leaves 
other powers to shift 'for themselves, 
each to make such bargain as it can 
with Russia; and treaty-law and public 
faith and international law arc for 
gotten altogether. 

All this she did, not only in viola- 
tion of repeated declarations by cabinet 
ministers, but in the dark. The Schou- 
valoff-Salisbury memorandums wore 
private. They wero communicated to 
no other power. England entered the 
congress, her ministers refusing to 
answer questions in parliament, and 
leaving all Europe to understand that 
she entered it for the purposes and on 
the terms laid down in the Salisbury 
circular and elsewhere, when in fact 
she was entering it as the other party 
to a bargain with Russia which tho two 
powers wero to do their best to get ac- 
cepted and enforced by the congress. 

What is dreaded in England is any 
solution, partial or complete, at the ex- 
pense of the Turk, and to tho advan- 
tage of Russia. But the thing which 
at the moment concerns England and 
the friends of England far more nearly, 
is the disclosure of the new spirit in 
which her government is conducted. 
Not even yet is parliament roused to 
anything like indignation against the 
ministers who treat both lords and com- 
mons with contempt. But I suppose 
there must come a day when English- 
men will bo tired of submitting to the 
personal rulo of a prime minister, and 
when they will demand that the coun- 
try shall once more bo governed in ac- 
cordance with its best traditions, 
among which aro candor, openness, 
frank dealing, and a preference for 
telling the truth. 

Eou30hold Rocoipos. 

Green Gage Preserve. — When the 
fruit is ripe, wipe them clean, and to 
ono pound of fruit put one-quarter 
pound of sugar, which will make a thin 
syrup. Boil the fruit until it is per- 
fectly done in this thin syrup; then 
make a fresh syrup of one pound of 
fruit to one pound of sugar ; moisten 
tho sugar with water; when the syrup 
boils, put in the fruit for fifteen 
minutes; then put the fruit in jars, 
and boil the syrup until thick ; when 
it is only milk warm, pour it over tho 
fruit. Tic the jars tightly, and keep in 
a dry place. 

Mixed Fruit. — Take ripe fruit — straw- 
borrios, currants, cherries, etc. — strip off 
tho stalks and remove the stones from 
tho cherries, boil altogether for half an 
hour, strain tho juice, and, having weigh- 
ed it, allow one-quarter of a pound 
of pounded sugar to each pound 
of juice. Boil up tho juice, add tho su- 
gar, stirring well till quite dissolved, boil 
again for liftcon or twenty minutes till it 
jellies, Htirring frequently, and carefully 
removing all scum as it rises. 

Atplh Jelly. — Slice the apples, skins; 
cores and all; put them in astono jar, with 
a small quantity of water to keep them 
from sticking, then place tho jar in water 
and let them remain boiling until perfect- 
ly soft; then strain, and to ono pint of 
liquor add three-quarters pound of loaf 
sugar; boil and clear with tho whites of 
two or threo eggs beaten to a froth. When 
it jellies pour into tho glasses to cool and 
then seal thorn.
